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A Greeting from 
President Lowden 


HE approaching annual convention of the Holstein-Friesian Association 
T promises to be one of unusual interest. It is the first convention ever 

held by the Association west of the Missouri river and Holstein breeders 
of the far West are resolved, with characteristic energy, to make the convention 
an outstanding success. We can always count upon the satisfactory attendance 
of delegates under our present plan of organization. What I want to empha- 
size at the present time is the hope that many breeders, not delegates, will 
also attend the convention. The breeders of the western half of our country 
have such an opportunity for this as they have never had before. 


The dairy cow is merely incidental to pioneer farming. The first settlers 
are content if their cows produce enough of milk and butter for the family 
use. Dairying as a distinct industry only comes at a later stage. And so it 
happens that the dairy industry is of comparatively recent origin in the far 
West.

The result is that these conventions, dur- 
ing the last nine years, have been of great educational value to those who 
have attended, whether delegates or not, and have helped the management 
immensely in interpreting the wishes of the breeders as a whole in the of- 
ficial action which has followed such discussions. 


I need not say that there is no better summer climate anywhere than 
Colorado affords and I am looking forward personally with the keenest inter- 
est to the convention and with the confident hope that it will measure up in 
every way to the best of the conventions we have already held.

Friesian Association of America now covers a fiscal year 
corresponding to the calendar year, except for the 
Advanced Registry Department which begins its fiscal 
year on April 1. 


The report of Secretary Seaverns, which will be pre- 
sented at the coming annual convention, shows the past 
year (1929) to have been the second best in the history of 
the Association in the matter of total number of registra- 
tions and in total earnings of the Secretary’s office. The 
number of females registered was higher than in any other 
previous year, with 89,927, the best previous year being 
the year 1920-21 when 88,265 females were registered. 
That year, however, exceeded the 1929 figures by some- 
thing over 4,000 in the matter of bull registration, so that 
the total number of animals registered in 1920-21 was 
127,850, as compared to 125,365 during the past year. The 
number of transfers issued was slightly less than the 
preceding year of 1928, the total for the past year being 
92,562 as compared with 94,937 the previous year. These 
figures, however, are both higher than in any other year 
since 1920-21, and in the whole history of the Association 
have been exceeded by but three years, these being during 
the boom period of 1918 to 1921. New members admitted 
during 1929 exceeded any other year since the boom 
period, both 1928 and 1929 being considerably in excess of 
the year preceding them.

A Review of the Past Year 


By M. S. PRESCOTT 


The reports covering the financial condition of the 
Association should be of interest to all members, The 
total assets of the Holstein-Friesian Association of Amer- 
ica are now listed at $521,741.33 as of December 31, 1929. 
This figure is of special significance when it is understood 
that large amounts are charged off each year as a matter 
of bookkeeping in connection with the real estate, card 
records and other tangible property of the Association. 
The reserve fund of the Association now totals $303,875 
and a general fund of $145,434.98 is available as working 
capital, making the total surplus of the Association 
$449,309.98. 

Turning to the income and expense account of the 
Association for the past fiscal year, we find income ex- 
ceeded expenses by $26,403.42. The total income from all 
sources for the year was $451,803.10, while the total ex- 
penses were $425,399.67. Of this $305,265.68 was for ad- 
ministration expenses, $97,078.18 for the Extension Service, 
$21,079.33 for prizes at fairs, $1,477 in prizes for butterfat 
and $500 for a Holstein scholarship at the National Dairy 
Show. Secretary Seaverns reported an average of 123 


clerks employed in the Secretary’s office during the year.

published showed that the past year has 
witnessed a decline of nearly 35% in the 
amount of 7-day testing done, the drop 
being from 1,501 to 981, comparing with 
5,175 7-day records completed only a half 
dozen years ago and a total of 14,099 at the 
peak of this work in 1920-21. The long- 
time testing, however, is steadily increasing 
and Mr. Norton states that there are 4,330 
cows on long-time semi-official test on 
April 15, 1930, which is the highest figure 
in the history of the Association. In ad- 
dition, on March 15, 1930, Mr. Norton re- 
ported 265 herds containing 6,869 cows on 
test in the Herd Improvement Test. This 
compares with 213 herds containing 5,595 
cows entered in this test on March 31, 1929, 
an increase of nearly 25% in the number 
of herds on test during this past year. 
While these increases in the amount of long- 
time testing are gratifying, they still repre- 
sent a very small proportion of the Holstein 
industry. There are, of course, in addition 
to these herds and individual cows on test 
in the Herd Test and semi-official long- 
time divisions, hundreds and thousands of 
pure bred and grade Holstein herds through- 
out the country demonstrating their super- 
ior producing ability in the various cow 
testing associations. These various forms 
of testing provide a means for intelligent 
breeding and selection, from the foundation 
for the present popularity of our breed and 
in the further extension of this testing 
work lies the hope of future continued 
progress. 

The business of the Secretary’s office in 
the matter of registrations and transfers 
since January 1, has fallen somewhat short 
of the high figures of the two previous 
years for the corresponding period. In 
view of the rather discouraging situation 
in the dairy products markets; throughout 
the country and the urgent advice given by 
dairy leaders generally to cull dairy herds 
more rigidly and raise heifers only from 
the best cows, this small drop in the cur- 
rent business of the Secretary’s office is 
by no means surprising, except that it 
might easily have been larger. 

Prices for pure bred Holsteins at auction 
have held up remarkably well. In our 
issue of January 25, a detailed summary 
and analysis of the sales held during the 
calendar year of 1929 was presented. This 
showed an increase of nearly $30 a head 
in the average price above 1928 and showed 
the general average of the public sales to 
be well in excess of any year since 1921. 
Of the 82 sales reported, 57.3% made aver- 
ages above $200 and only 19.5% averaged 
under $150. This compares with the year 
1925, which was the low point of the de- 
pression, where less than 8% of the sales 
of the year reached a $200 average and 
nearly 60% of them failed to average $150. 
These figures furnish striking evidence of 
the general improvement in the Holstein 
market. 

For the first four months of 1930 and up 
to thet time of closing this issue, 28 sales 
have been received from twelve different 
states. In these sales 1,587 head have been 
sold for a total of $308,718.50, a general 
average of $194.50. This is down about five 


per cent from the figures covering a similar 


period of 1929. The difference is not sig- 
nificant and the larger number of better 
sales scheduled for the month of May 
should bring the average up to the very 
satisfactory figures of the previous year. 
Thirteen of the twenty-eight sales ranged 
from $200 to $274; ten from $150 to $199 and 
five under $150. 

Since the publication of our review in 
the annual convention number a year ago,

outstanding sale events include many note- 
worthy sales. The highest averaging sale 
in this period was the Dutchland Farms 
Dispersal at Brockton, Mass., on June 1, in 
which 45 head made an average of $754, 
closely followed by the National Type Sale 
at Minneapolis, Minn., July 15, in which 
58 head averaged $725. The Brentwood 
National Sale held in Philadelphia im- 
mediately following the annual convention 
in June 1929 totalled $94,568 for 141 head, 
or an average of $670.50, the best two-day 
consignment sale in recent years. In 
Canada, the first annual sale of J. W. 
Innes & Sons made the fine average of 
$533 for 69 head, while seven other sales 
held during final eight months of 1929 
showed averages ranging from $300 to $421 
per head. High individual prices for this 
period include $10,100 in the Brentwood 
sale for the young son of Royal Ormsby, 
consigned by E. M. Bayne of Michigan and 
purchased by Winterthur Farms of Dela- 
ware. Also $6,300 for Royal Ormsby with 
the same seller and purchaser; $5,000 for 
the bull, Winterthur Bess Ormsby Herald, 
consigned by Winterthur Farms of Dela- 
ware and purchased by Dunloggin Farm, J. 
Natwick, owner, Ellicott City, Maryland; 
$4,800 for the cow Wisconsin Fobes 7th 
consigned by Raymondaie Farm, Quebec, 
and purchased by E. A. Baker, of New 
Hampshire. In the National Type Sale in 
July, the top price was $5,100 for the noted 
champion producer and show cow, Side Hill 
Ormsby Segis, consigned by John R. Logan 
& Son, Illinois, and purchased by H. S. 
Firestone of Ohio. The Baynewood Dis- 
persal in November reported a $5,000 price 
for an older son of Royal Ormsby, while the 
U. S. National Sale a week later had a 
$4,500 top for the Reserve All-American 
aged cow, Johanna Pietertje Artis Cream- 
elle, consigned by Jefferson County Asylum 
of Wisconsin, and purchased by Firestone 
Farms of Ohio. In the National Ormsby 
Sale in October, $3,500 was paid for the 
1,200-lb. cow, Lashbrook Pearl Ormsby, the 
purchaser being Detroit Creamery Farms of 
Michigan and the seller, A. J. Lashbrook of 
Minnesota. Eight other sales of the year 
had top animals ranging in price from 
$1,000 up to $2,700. 

The buying public continues to show wise 
discrimination in making its. selections, 
evidencing a willingness to pay fair prices 
for desirable animals in the matter of type 
with continuing higher price levels when 
this type is accompanied by satisfactory 
proven production. There is little in the 
situation to encourage the breeding of the 
poorer sort of Holsteins and the increased 
activity of breeders in culling this sort from 
their herds and discarding them from the 
pure bred ranks is one of the encouraging 
factors for breed improvement in the future. 
Perhaps the most important individual 
transaction of the year at private sale was 
the recent purchase by F. E. Murphy of 
Femco Farms of Minnesota from Hargrove 
& Arnold of Iowa, of the phemonenal pro- 
ducing young cow, Miss Jewel Ormsby 
Piebe. While the price is not made public, 
it is understood to be the highest figure 
at which an animal of our breed has been 
sold at either public or private sale in 
recent years.

In the list of deceased members, as re- 
ported by Secretary Seaverns in his annual 
report, we note the name of Edgar Huide- 
koper, Meadville, Pa., on May I, 1928.

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in his day, owning the bull, Billy Boelyn, 
during the final years of his life. Another 
stalwart of an earlier day reported in this 
list is Hollum Langworthy, of Hamilton, 
N. Y., and among others of national reputa- 
tion are noted A, J. King of Kansas City, 
Horace W. Norton of Howell, Mich., father 
of our present Superintendent of Advanced 
Registry. On Feb. 21, 1930, occurred the 
sudden death of John L. Smith of Hazel- 
wood Farm, Spokane, Wash., one of the 
distinguished pioneers of the Pacific North- 
west. Silas H. Munsell, for many years 
treasurer of the Michigan Holstein-Friesian 
Association, died on March 6 of this year, 
James Phelan, Forestville, N. Y., long a 
leader in southwestern New York in breed- 
ing activities, died late in 1929. Other 
deaths noted in the columns of the World 
during the year include Herbert Dore, for 
many years convention reporter for the 
Holstein-Friesian Association; Prof. J. C. 
McNutt of New Hampshire, who has judged 
many Holstein rings; Percy King, long a 
familiar figure with the Carnation show 
herds; Louise F. Hart, former Governor of 
Washington, who did a great work in build- 
ing up Holstein herds at the Washington 
State Institution farms; Neil Sangster, 
owner of Canada’s oldest Holstein herd and 
a former president of the Holstein-Friesian 
Association of Canada; Wilbur W. Marsh, 
noted Guernsey breeder and prominent in

Bovine Deaths 


Among the famous animals of the Hol- 
stein-Friesian breed who died during the 
year may be mentioned King Piebe, long 
at the head of the Hargrove & Arnold herd; 
Sara Ann Duplicate, All-American Aged 
Cow in 1925; North Star Gelschecola Cham- 
pion, first Gold Medal sire; Alaska Yukon 
Colantha, daughter of Colantha Johanna 
Lad, at nearly twenty years of age, the 
foundation cow of the University of Idaho 
herd; Mechthilde Pontiac Segis Lady with 
a Class B record of 32,092.2 lbs. milk, 1,005.2 
lbs. fat, the highest milk record ever made 
on three-time milking for any age or breed 
and the fat record leading all in this 
division in the United States; Eco-Sylv Car 
Born, a 1,200 and 31,000-lb. cow of dis- 
tinction. The death of the two gold medal 
sires, Winterthur Bess Ormsby Donsegis 
and Jemima Riverside Boast Ormsby Dad 
was also reported at the end of the year. 


Super and Selective Registry 

At the end of the first year of operation 
of the plan for super and selective registry, 
77 herds had been classified, these contain- 
ing a total of 2,071 head of milking age, of 
which 162 were classified as Excellent, 590 
Very Good, 60 as Good Plus, 1,103 Good, 142 
Fair and 14 Poor. Ten sires had been des- 
ignated as Gold Medal Proven Sires, eight 
as Silver Medal Preferred Sires, and seven 
as Bronze Medal Preferred Sires. During 
the winter months, there was something of 
a lull in activity in this work, but in recent 
weeks a considerable revival of activity 
along this line has been noted. 

The Shows of 1929 

After the record breaking numbers of the 
1928 season, it was natural to expect a little 
falling off in 1929. A tabulation of the ex- 
hibits at the 19 leading shows, represent- 
ative of all sections of the country, shows 
an average of 199 head of our breed exhibit- 
ed at each show, as compared with a similar 
average of the same shows of 210 in 1928, 
and 180 in 1927. This slight dropping back 
was due almost entirely to decreased num- 
bers at several of the eastern shows, which 




































on account of circuit conflicts did not draw 
as many of the western show herds as usua! 
and which likewise experienced a falling off 
of local patronage. The Holstein shows of 
the middle west were especially strong both 
in numbers and quality and the National 
Dairy Exposition in its new home in St. 
Louis broke all previous records for sen- 
sational quality. The general improved 
quality of the competition in the aged cow 
classes was one of the most pleasing fea- 
tures of the 1929 season. There seemed to 
be aS many or even more breeders making 
extensive show circuits this year as was the 
case in the previous year, demonstrating a 
continued belief on the part of herd owners 
in the value of the advertising that results 
from successful participation in our leading 
show rings. For a more complete summary 
of the 1929 shows, we make reference -to 
our annual Holiday Number of December 
21, 1929. 
Significant News 

Reference to the news columns of The 
World since our convention number of a 
year ago reveals that much of interest has 
happened during this period. 

A number of foreign shipments have been 
made during the year. These include a 
shipment of thirty-two head from Illinois 
breeders to Chile, a shipment from Carna- 
tion Farms, Detroit Creamery Farms, and 
several Canadian breeders to the Japanese 
Government; a shipment from Carnation to 
Italy; another from Overbrook Dairy of 
New Jersey to Ecuador; by W. S. Moscrip 
to Peru, and from Pabst Farms to the 
Argentine. 

Late in March, Earl J. Cooper, Dirtctor of 
Extension, made a visit to Costa Rica, 
Panama, Cuba, etc., upon invitation of the 
Costa Rica Government to judge dairy 
eattle at their national exposition. A re- 
port of Mr. Cooper’s trip, the first install- 
ment of which appears as a feature story in 
this issue, tells of the very fine reception 
that was accorded in the Central American 
countries and his belief in the possibilities 
of developing trade relationships of mutual 
benefit and advantage. 


W. F. Schilling, of Minesota, a well known 
Holstein breeder, formerly a director of the 
Holstein-Friesian Association of America 
and more recently actively connected with 
the management of the Twin Cities Milk 
Producers’ Association, was appointed by 
President Hoover as the dairy represent- 
ative on the Farm Board. This place was 
first offered by President Hoover to W. S. 
Moscrip, another well known Holstein 
breeder. who horrified official Washington 
by turning down a $12,000 a year appoint- 
ment in order to continue his farming and 
Holstein breeding enterprise. 

The Board of Directors was further dis- 
tinguished during the vear when two of its 
members, W. D. Robens of New York, and 
L. T. Winger of Colorado, were designated 


as Master Farmers in their states. Ruth 
Hanna McCormick, a former director. 
emerged as the foremost woman in Amer- 


ican politics hrough her overwhelming vic- 
tory in the Illinois primaries. securing the 
Republican nomination for United States 
Senator. 


King Ormsby Ideal, the Robens herd sire, 
stepped out in front of all living sires, when 
his tenth daughter in the Robens herd cross- 
ed the 1,000-lb. mark for butter. Sir Piet- 
ertje Ormsby Mercedes 37th went into the 
lead for all sires, when his twenty-second 
daughter crowned the 1,000-lb. butter mark. 

During the summer of 1929, a number of 
very successful summer meetings were held 
by various state associations. Outstanding 
among these was the New York meeting at 
the farm of Hon. Gerrit S. Miller, Holstein

breeder since 1869, where, with President 
Lowden as the principal speaker, a monu- 
ment was unveiled and a tablet dedicated 
commemorating the birthplace of the first 
female registered in the first herd book of 
the breed and also the completion of the 
first annual record of milk production. 
Over 5,000 people were in attendance for 
the occasion. The Michigan, Illinois, Wis- 
consin, New Jersey and Maryland associa- 
tions were others holding very successful 
summer picnics. 

The annual meetings of the state organ- 
izations, held generally during January and 
February, were likewise record-breakers for 
attendance, indicating a growing interest 
upon the part of breeders in the work of 
these worthwhile extension agencies. 

The herd of I. V. Otto, Carlisle, Penn- 
sylvania, set a ten-year average of 12,624 
Ibs. milk, 423.7 lbs. fat per year in cow test- 
ing association work. This is believed to 
be an unequalled showing over such a long 
period. 

A change was made in the Extension 
force of the Pacific Northwest section when 
Rube Everly, popular field man, resigned his 
post to become superintendent of Carnation 
Milk Farms, Seattle. His place is being 
ably filled by H. A. Mathiesen, not unknown 
in the Holstein fraternity from his earlier 
connection with the Extension force some 
years ago. 

Since February 1 of this year, all records 
accepted by the Advanced Registry Depart- 
ment are made public through the columns 
of The World, replacing the earlier system 
of Official Test Bulletins, thus increasing 
many times the circulation of this highly 
interesting information regarding the cur- 
rent achievements of our breed in produc- 
tion. 

On February 4, the Holstein-Friesian As- 
sociation of America registered its two 
millionth animal, this being a heifer owned 
by Orville Plum, Illinois State Champion 
club boy. 

The Records of the Year 

The fiscal year just closed on March 31, 
last, has the distinction of bringing out 
more records above 1,000 lbs. butterfat than 
any other year in the history of the Hol- 
stein-Friesian Association of America. The 
total records in this charmed circle are nine- 
teen (three additional in Canada), which 
brings the total on the books of the Hol- 
stein-Friesian Association of America up to 
149 different cows with a total of 164 rec- 
ords above 1,000 lbs. fat. A tabulation of 
the number of records each year since Pon- 
tiaec Clothilde De Kol 2d finished her record 
of 1,017 lbs. fat on November 24, 1911, may 
be of interest and is here presented:

Of the nineteen 1,000-lb. fat records made 
during the past year, nine were in conjunc- 
tion with records above 30,000 lbs. milk, 
bringing the total up to 105 cows exceeding 
the 30,000-lb. mark for milk in the Advanced 
Register of the Holstein-Friesian Associa- 
tion of America. It is of interest to note 
that every 30,000-lb. milk producer this past 
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year also exceeded the 1,000-lb. fat mark. 
The record of the previous year was also 
nine in the 30,000-lb. list with only four of 
the number exceeding 1,000 lbs. fat. 
Following is the list of nineteen 1,000-lb. 
fat records completed during the past fiscal 
year. We are glad to be able to show pic- 
tures of all of these nineteen famous pro- 
ducers as well as the three 1,000-lb. fat pro- 
ducers brought out in Canada during the 
past year, as one of the interesting and 
valuable features of this issue:

There were no new record breakers in 
the vearly division Class A for either milk 
or fat. and only one in the ten months’ 
division Class A, indicating the increasing 
difficulty of equalling the best all-time per- 
formances for our breed, but the general 
average of the class leaders throughout 
make a reasonably good showing in com- 
parison with any other year. Taking the 
seven leaders for milk and fat in three clas- 
sifications of the yearly and ten months’ 
divisions, and also the 7-day division, we 
find that of the 98 class leaders thus listed, 
55 or a substantial majority of this year’s 
leaders have higher records to their credit 
than the leaders of the previous year. The 
highest fat record of the past year was that 
of Queen Bessie Pietertje Ormsby, owned 
by R. V. Rasmussen, Elmwood Farms, Deer- 
field, Illinois, her figures being 1128.4 Ibs. 
fat. This performance is of special interest 
as it is her third record above 1,000 lbs. fat 
and her fourth successive large record, giv-

Dairying In Costa Rica 


And Other Latin American Republics 
By EARL J. COOPER 


NOTE: As a result of an invitation tendered through the 
Bureau of Dairying from the Government of Costa Rica and 
our Ambassador to Costa Rica, Mr. Cooper was designated by 
the Board of Directors of The Holstein-Friesian Association of 
America to judge the first Live Stock Exposition of the 
Republic of Costa Rica, Central America. The other dairy 
breed associations asked Mr. Cooper to judge the cattle of 
their breeds. 


Y trip to Costa Rica was most interesting and I 
M trust it will prove to be a profitable one through 
the many contacts made not only with the Govern- 
ment and agricultural leaders of that Republic, but also 
through many friendships effected with agricultural 


leaders of other Central American Republics. Costa Rica, 
which in the language of the Spanish means “Rich Coast,” 
is about the size of West Virginia and is located just 
north of Panama and south of Nicaragua. It is bounded 
on the east by the Atlantic Ocean and on the west by the 
Pacific. From an agricultural standpoint, it is perhaps 
the most advanced of all the Central American Republics. 
The climate varies according to location, the lowland 
climate being tropical and the upland climate being very 
similar to the summers of our Middle West. 

The people of Costa Rica are of a very progressive 
type and extremely anxious to improve their live stock 
and general agricultural conditions. For years they have 
endeavored to establish the first 
National Live Stock Exposition and 
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realized this ambition on the opening 
day, March 29th. A very complete 
set of buildings were arranged, com- 
parable to the buildings at some of 
our larger county expositions 

In order that the readers of this 
article may see the country somewhat 
as I observed it, I will relate my 
entire trip in a narrative form, en- 
deavoring to touch upon the im- 
portant features of the Exposition and 
my observations of the country. 

I left Chicago, Illinois, on March 
20th and spent the 21st at the Uni- 
versity of Louisiana where I gained 
valuable information regarding the 








shipping regulations and other im-

portant facts to be borne in mind in 
sending cattle from the United States 
to Central and South America. I 
must say at this point that the Uni- 
versity of Louisiana has developed 
two splendid herds of cattle, one of 
the Holstein-Friesian breed—the other 
of the Jersey breed. All around 
Baton Rouge I observed good herds of 
cattle of both of these breeds and was 
told that there are many good herds 
scattered out over .Louisiana. 

I sailed on March 2ist from New 
Orleans on the United Fruit Boat 
“Castilla,” a combination freight and 
passenger boat. En route with me 
on the entire trip was one pen of 
bronze turkeys and one prize rooster, 
all headed for the Exposition in 
Costa Rica. All of us arrived safely 
at Port Imon on the morning of 
March 28th. Enroute from Cristobal,

views the cattle.

all headed toward San Jose, Before the boat docked on 
the morning of the 28th, I was met by a Government repre- 
sentative and presented with the courtesy of port. The 
delegation from Panama and myself were then taken to a 
special train which departed about one hour later toward 
San Jose, the capital of Costa Rica. During the interven- 
ing hour, we were escorted over Limon which is the east 
port of the Republic and from which the United Fruit 
Company operates. It is from this port that millions of 
dollars of bananas, coffee, coca beans and other tropical 
products are loaded for the United States and for Europe. 

Our train left Limon about 10:00 o’clock in the morning 
and for the next two hours we traveled through what is 
known as the “banana belt.” From both sides of the 
train, we saw the bananas growing in their natural state, 
which is upside down, and being carted in by a small type 
of mule from the banana plantations. Where the mule 
was not available, the negroes, who spoke a mixture of 
English and Spanish, could be seen carrying in huge 
bunches on their heads. At the end of about two hours 
the climate changed somewhat to decidedly cooler. We 
were then in the coffee plantations, coffee being a very 
important product of Costa Rica and I was told that it 
was of the highest quality produced. As the small train 
climbed upward, we passed from the coffee belt into the 
coca bean section. We were told that we were now leav- 
ing the tropical part of Costa Rica and ascending more 
to the agricultural regions. This was evident by the fact 
that we saw very few colored people and very few English 
billboards. Instead, advertisements began to appear in 
Spanish and the people were either white or showed 
evidence of being of Indian descent. 


The little engine was chugging along at a good rate, 
however, and seemed to climb with a remarkable rate of 
speed up the steep grades. The vegetation was no longer 
tropical but looked very much like what we might see in 
our own mountains. Tunnels, high bridges, gulches and 
high mountain peaks provided a scenic view the like of 
which I have never witnessed. The natives seemed to be 
farming their little places almost straight up and down 
and the oxen, carrying the blood of most of our dairy

breeds, added to the many unique features of the trip. 
At 3:00 o’clock in the afternoon we stopped at Cartago 
and at about 4:00 arrived in San Jose, a typical Spanish 
city of about 60,000 population. During the last hour of 
the ride, we were in a very good agricultural country and 
the familiar sight of dairy cattle of the Guernsey, Jersey 
and Holstein breeds greeted my eyes. 


The Exposition At Cartago 

On the morning of March 29th I was met by Mr, B. R. 
Yglesias, Director of the College of Agrict!ture of Costa 
Rica. From San Jose, we drove to Cartago where the 
Exposition was about to open its doors with an inaugural 
address by the Secretary of Agriculture, Mr. Artuo Volio. 
Cartago is the ancient capital of Costa Rica and is located 
at the foot of the great volcano Irazu. The city has been 
destroyed by earthquake and volcano four times, the last 
destruction being in 1910. In spite of these handicaps, 
however, the inhabitants have repeatedly rebuilt the city 
each time a little better than before. Like San Jose, the 
present capitol it is typically Spanish with beautiful 
cathedrals and parks. . 

On entering the Exposition building, I was greatly 
surprised to see the large number of apparently excellent 
animals of the Guernsey, Jersey, Ayrshire and Holstein 
breeds. Nearly all animals were presented in good show 
shape and properly labeled. While the names, of course, 
were in Spanish, I could readily recognize the breeding of 
several of our very good herds in the United States. The 
thing that struck me at once was the large size attained 
by these animals, very noticeable among the Jerseys. 
After the visit of the President of the Republic, the Ex- 
position was formally launched by the Secretary of Agri- 
culture, Mr. Volio, following which the judging of cattle 
commenced. The first classes taken were the Ayrshires, 
all owned by the Director of the College of Agriculture, 
Mr. Yglesias. These animals had been imported within 
the last few years from one of our lange eastern herds and 
had given very satisfactory results in a new country. 
The imported sires had been used on many of the native

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The 45th Annual Convention 


NE hundred years ago on April 10, 1830, the caravan 
O that broke the Oregon Trail started from St. Louis. 
It is particularly appropriate, therefore, in this cen- 
tennial year of the first caravan of home builders starting 
West that the Holstein-Friesian Association of America 
should likewise be according recognition to the develop- 
ment of the great western country by holding the first 
convention in its history at a point west of the Missouri 
River. Colorado and Denver are the hosts at this forty- 
fifth annual convention of the Holstein-Friesian Associa- 
tion of America, and it is evident from the messages and 
other information coming back to us that they are taking 
the duties and obligations as hosts in a serious way. 
Something of this spirit we are attempting to convey in 
this annual convention number. Certainly, a delightful 
and unusual entertainment program is in prospect for all 
Holstein visitors. In addition, the breeders of the Middle 
West and Rocky Mountain section are standing squarely 
behind the annual national sale and giving it a brand of 
support that should make it compare well with previous 
efforts in respect to the quality of the offerings. 
The Amendments 
The convention itself is not over-burdened with weighty 
discussions. Among the five propositions involving amend- 
ments to the By-Laws, three are largely technical in their 
import. These relate to the matter of providing specific 
authority in the By-Laws for the maintenance of the Ad- 
vanced Registry classification work (informally referred 
to as Super and Selective Registry), and for the main- 
tenance of the Herd Improvement Test and the publica- 
tion of the annual Red Book. These activities of the Asso- 
ciation could easily be construed as permitted under exist- 
ing general by-laws, but it was the opinion of Judge Kel- 
logg, general counsel for the Association, that the proposed 
additions giving specific authority for these activities, 
might properly be added so that there would never in 
future be any question as to the authority of the Asso- 
ciation to carry them on. 


Chairman James A. Reynolds offers an amendment 
which would strike out the present paragraph setting up 
definite rules in regard to mature breeding and the inter- 
val that must elapse between calving and date of next 
service, putting in place of these rules a general by-law 
giving the Board of Directors authority to reject applica- 
tions for registry of animals whose birth is evidently the 
result of immature breeding. We are heartily in favor of 
this proposed change. We have never felt that our by- 
laws should attempt to go into such detail in regard to 
practices of herd management and we were opposed to 
the adoption of these sections of the by-laws, prohibiting 
the registry of animals from dams less than one year old 
at time of service and by sires less than nine months old 
at time of service, when these sections were originally 
adopted. These sections were originally proposed and 
sponsored by the Board of Directors because of their con- 
viction that immature breeding was not in the interest of 
the best future development of the breed and they were 
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allowing young bulls and heifers to run together with re- 
sulting uncertainty as to the actual parentage of calves re- 
sulting from such accidental and unintended mating. 


In actual practice, however, it was found that this rule, 
setting up its hard and fast limits, was causing a great 
deal of trouble and discouragement, particularly in the case 
of new breeders unfamiliar with these regulations, who had 
unwittingly run contrary to them but with no question 
involved as to the accuracy of the records. The amend- 
ment proposed by Mr. Reynolds seems to cover the situa- 
tion admirably, giving the Board discretion to reject any 
such applications of which it has any question as to the 
accuracy, at the same time getting rid of the objections 
to the hard and fast regulations now in the by-laws on this 
subject. 

The proposal of Mr. Elder in regard to a requirement 
for inspection of imported cattle coming in from Canada, 
is sponsored by the Board of Directors. This matter has 
been under discussion for some time and in principle is 
accepted willingly by the Holstein-Friesian Association of 
Canada. Under this proposed amendment, our Association 
will recognize for registration only such animals imported 
from Canada as have been classified under the Canadian 
Advanced Registry system and rated not lower than Good 
for females and not lower than X for males. This pro- 
posal, we believe, was brought forward originally by The 
Worid as a more desirable solution of the problem of main- 
taining the quality of imported pure bred animals, than 
the resolution adopted by the convention at Philadelphia 
last year calling for an increased tariff. In other words, 
The World believes that we want and need the better class 
of Canadian Holsteins as a distinct contribution to our 
own breeding program and that we should welcome them 
with open arms, but that we should not accept the culls of 
Canadian herds for entry in our herd book under any con- 
ditions, because we already have too many of these of our 
own. 

We are, therefore, strongly in favor of the adoption of 
the amendment offered by Mr. Elder, although, perhaps, 
there is one feature of it that should be given further at- 
tention. We refer to the situation with respect to animals 
that have not yet freshened. Under the proposal as sub- 
mitted “each application for such registry must be ac- 
companied by a certificate issued by the Holstein-Friesian 
Association of Canada, certifying that the animal sought 
to be registered has been officially classified by an inspec- 
tor of that association and rated not lower than Good 
for females and not lower than X for males’. As in our 
own rules for herd classification, the Canadian plan does 
not include any inspection of the females until they have 
come into production. Accordingly, it would be impossible 
under the present rules to secure any inspection from the 
Canadian Association for yearling heifers or two-year-olds 
not yet in milk. 

Under the theory upon which the herd inspection pro- 
grams of both the Canadian and American associations 
have been built, it might not be quite consistent to make 
any amendments to this proposed by-law that would per- 
mit a final inspection of yearling heifers for this purpose. 
On the other hand, it would not be advisable to except 
yearling heifers from the provisions of these regulations 
for many and obvious reasons. Neither do we think it wise 
nor desirable to leave the matter in a position that prac- 
tically prohibits trade among breeders in animals under 
milking age. 

Two methods occur to us for meeting this situation. 
First and probably the best solution would be for the Hol- 
stein-Friesian Association of Canada to adopt supplemental 
rules that would permit the classification of heifers under 
milking age, upon special application, for export. This is 
not entirely consistent with the fundamental principle of 
these systems of inspection, but it would be the most con- 
venient way of handling the matter and would carry less 
pessible future complications. The alternative to this 
would be to permit the entry of such young animals, but 
to withhold final registration by the Holstein-Friesian 
Association of America until after they had calved, requir- 
ing a rating of Good or higher by one-of the accredited 
inspectors of the Holstein-Friesian Association of America 
before acceptance in the herd book. This alternative 
would be rather inconvenient, as such young animals 
might be widely scattered after importation and endless 
trouble might result between buyer and seller in the case 
of animals that failed to pass inspection and were thus 
denied registration here. 


The relations of American and Canadian breeders are- 
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so cordial, and the advancement and prosperity of each is 
so much a matter of mutual concern that we believe it 
would be most unfortunate for our Association to take any 
action that would result in a virtual prohibition of trade 
in certain classes of desirable Holsteins. On the other 
hand, it is not in the best interests of either the Canadian 
or American association to leave the regulations governing 
the interchange of breeding cattle in such a way that 
dealers can capitalize and splendid reputation of Canadian 
Holsteins in the carrying on of a wholesale traffic in the 
culls of Canadian herds. The regulation as proposed will 
take care of the matter in a mutually satisfactory manner 
so far as the older animals are concerned. We believe 
that a similar fortunate solution is possible with respect 
to the younger animals likewise, and we hope that no ac- 
tion will be taken that does not afford a fair solution of all 
aspects of the situation. 
The Resolutions 

At the Philadelphia convention last year, George H. 
Comings of New York, presented a plan for classifying 
long-time records on the basis of total number of milkings. 
The subject was discussed at some length, both through 
the columns of The World and by the delegates and others 
at the convention, finally being referred to the Board of 
Directors for further study and a report at the 1930 con- 
vention. The Board delegated the matter to Supt. Norton, 
who will report to the convention the results of a com- 
prehensive survey of this question he has recently con- 
ducted. A preliminary report of this survey was published 
in The Worid April 26. This report showed that the breed- 
ers now engaged in making long-time records were quite 
overwhelmingly in favor of the present plan of classifying 
these records or a modification to a straight classification 
without the 45-day period for extra milking, rather than 
the Comings plan of classification on the basis of total 
number of milkings. Out of 212 breeders answering the 
questionnaire, 90 favored a continuation of the present 
plan without change; 86 favored a straight classification 
without permitting more frequent milking at the beginning 
of the lactation, and 36 expressed their preference for the 
Comings plan. 

Mr. Comings, in a letter published in The World May 
10, discusses his side of the case at some length and states 
his objection* to allowing the breeders who are now en- 
gaged in the testing work to settle the question through 
their adverse vote on his plan. He points out that less 
than 1% of the membership of the Association are engaged 
in testing at present and expresses his belief that many 
breeders who are not now making Advanced Registry 
semi-official records would go into the work if his plan 
were put into effect. 


There may be some point to this argument, but we be- 
lieve the views of the breeders who are actually engaged 
in making semi-official long-time records and who are thus 
speaking from. their own practical experience ought to 
and will carry more weight with the delegates in arriv- 
ing at a decision in the matter, than any other cross sec- 
tion of our industry could carry. We cannot subscribe to 
Mr. Comings’ implication that the breeders now taking ad- 
vantage of the Advanced Registry system of our Asso- 
ciation are under obligations to the general membership 
of Association for providing the service and that it is the 
breeders who are not doing testing but who are paying 
their proportionate share of the cost of maintaining the 
department who should have most to say regarding the 
rules under which the records are made. We must not 
lose sight of the fact that it is the breeders who have been 
progressive enough to test their cows for Advanced Regis- 
tration, who have established the reputation of our breed 
in its present enviable position in the public mind with 
respect to its superior producing ability and there is no 
breeder connected with our industry who has not secured 
some benefit from it regardless of whether or not he has 
carried on testing work in his own herd. 


The thing we need now for the greatest future progress 
of our breed and industry is a largely increased amount of 
testing for production. If the Comings plan will accom- 
plish that purpose, we are for it. If the present system 
holds greater promise in this direction, which the results 
of the Norton survey seem to indicate, we believe it would 
be a mistake to overturn our present established method 
of arriving at classifications for some other plan. Any 
unnecessary changes merely serve to confuse the issue and 
hold back the needed expansion of this work. 


In connection with the discussion of this question, 
Supt. Norton suggested a full discussion of the subject, 
“Shall we discontinue the 7 and 30-day divisions?” Dur. 
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ing the past year, we have informally made it our business 
to discuss this with many breeders, both east and west, 
and our conclusion is that it would be a mistake for our 
Association to legislate the short-time tests out of exist- 
ence as long as there are any breeders who desire to make 
them. This form of testing last year fell off nearly 35% 
and the year before nearly 25%, so that the problem seems 
to be taking care of itself without the necessity of taking 
any drastic action and without stirring up any controver- 
sial issues. Last year, according to Mr. Norton, 193 breed- 
ers carried on short-time testing work in their herds and 
of these 120 were also doing long-time testing while 73 
cecnfined their Advanced Registry work entirely to the 
short-time division. At the present rate of decrease, this 
question will soon solve itself. 


W. C. Harris, President of the Northwest Missouri Hol- 
stein Club, offers a resolution “that on and after January 
1. 1930, all butterfat production records of Holstein- 
Friesian cows be published and spoken of in terms of 
‘pounds of fat’ and not in ‘pounds of butter’.” 


This question was presented at the Philadelphia con- 
vention last year and after considerable discussion was 
lost on a rising vote by 83 to 86. At that time, arguments 
in favor of the resolution were that as fat is the real meas- 
ure of the record we should employ that term in describ- 
ing our tests and that it would be less confusing to follow 
that plan in view of the fact that all other breed associa- 
tions refer to their records in terms of fat and that this 
is likewise the general practice in cow testing associations, 
etc. Opposed to the idea was the argument that butter 
has been the trade mark of the Holstein breed since the 
beginning of our Advanced Registry system and that an 
attempt to change at this time would be sure to cause 
considerable confusion. Mr. Harris in this resolution 
would apparently take care of that by requiring our rec- 
ords to be “published and spoken of” in terms of pounds 
of fat. This is a rather difficult matter to determine by 
legislation in a country where “freedom of speech and the 
press” are among our constitutional guarantees. 

For many years, the Advanced Registry office has fol- 
lowed the practice of reporting all records in terms of but- 
ter fat and the only place in the official publication that 
80% butter is computed and listed is in the Blue Book. 
We believe the tendency of our breeders is in the direc- 
tion more and more of speaking of records in terms of 
butter fat rather than butter and we are inclined to the 
opinion that like some other controversial issues in which 
there is an honest difference of opinion, no particular harm 
will be done to let nature take its course without any 
specific legislative action. 

Then too, we must not be entirely unmindful of the 
interests of the commercial pedigree houses, which per- 
form valuable service to the industry and which, in some 
cases, would doubtless be seriously inconvenienced and put 
to considerable additional expense in their work if the 80% 
butter column were omitted from the Blue Book while 
there was a demand from their customers for the state- 
ment of records in terms of butter rather than butterfat. 
We would be glad to see the whole matter laid over in- 
definitely until sentiment has more clearly crystalized in 
one direction or the other. 


Charles van der Schaff, President of the Holstein- 
Friesian Association of Wisconsin, offers a resolution to 
provide for the figuring of all records in the Herd Test on 
a mature equivalent basis. This suggestion was brought 
forward also at the New York State Association meet- 
ing, the argument being that it would make herd aver- 
ages more useful in a commercial way if they could all be 
put on the same basis. It is, of course, necessary to give 
some consideration to the commercial aspects of the Herd 
Test as an inducement to breeders to go into it rather 
than to carry on this type of work in the local cow test- 
ing association. However, too much commercialization of 
these records is not desirable nor in harmony with the 
fundamental purpose of this test. It would, perhaps, be 
just as logical to go one step further in this adjustment 
to a single standard basis by attempting to work the Class 
A and Class B records down to a Class C basis, or vice 
versa, which in addition to the present complication of 
figuring the herd average would tax the ability of a Phil- 
adelphia lawyer to figure it all out. This in spite of the 
fact that we have so many classes and classifications now 
that it is very confusing to any one not completely familiar 
with the system. Perhaps. Supt. Norton, with his genius 
for figures, can present a simplified system that will meet 
all objections.

Frank Decker, of Syracuse, offers a resolution, which, 
when stripped of its legal verbiage, would place our Asso- 
ciation on record as favoring uniform regulations for 
interstate shipment of cattle, requiring a negative test 
for abortion. We are quite of the opinion that legislation 
on the subject of abortion control is now proceding rather 
faster than the technical knowledge of the disease and 
also that quite regardless of resolutions adopted by even 
such influential bodies as the Holstein-Friesian Associa: 
tion of America, the various states are going to shape 
their own regulations along the lines that they consider 
best adapted to their own conditions and requirements. 
It used to be true some dozen or fifteen years ago that 
no Holstein meeting was considered complete without a 
discussion of the subject of tuberculosis. The abortion 
question is much in the same situation today and perhaps 
this resolution of Mr. Decker’s will serve as an appropriate 
vehicle here, although personally we should dislike to as- 
sume the responsibility for starting a free-for-all discussion 
upon even so interesting and important a subject as this, 
that from all past experiences, might very easily disrupt 
the very unique Thursday afternoon entertainment pro- 
gram our Colorado hosts have provided! 

The resolution offered by the state secretaries in re- 
gard to the importance of more testing for production and 
a more vigorous program for the increase and extension of 
this work should have the unanimous support of the con- 
vention. Our views on this subject have been so fre- 
auently and freely expressed that we will not comment 
further at this time other than to say that there is no one 
thing more important in the future sound progress of our 
industry than a large expansion of our production testing 
work in the various divisions. 

The Election of Officers 

One important duty of this convention will be the elec- 
tion of a president, vice-president and four directors. Hon. 
Frank O. Lowden has served as president of this organ- 
ization since 1921, Dr. L. M. Thompson of Pennsylvania 
has been our vice-president since 1924, and the four direc- 
ters whose terms are expiring are, W. S. Moscrip of Min- 
nesota; John A. Bell, Jr., of Pennsylvania; M. D. Buth of 
Michigan, and Judge Frederick M. Peasley, of Connecticut. 
The final business of the convention is always a mat- 
ter of determining the place of the convention for the 
next year’s meeting. Accordng to the call, an invitation 
has been received from the Detroit Board of Commerce. 
There will doubtless be other invitations. Syracuse has 


been more or less in the field for several years past and

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January, we assume the invitation will be renewed. We 
will venture no prediction as to the outcome other than 
a shrewd guess that the delegates will be more inclined to 
give consideration to the financial aspects involved from 
the standpoit of the expense to the Association than was 
the case at Philadelphia last year.

We invite our readers to discuss these various sub- 
jects that are to be considered by the Denver convention 
through the medium of the Round Table for our issues of 
May 24 and 31. Both numbers will be in the hands of all 
delegates in advance of the convention and we know that 
they will welcome all constructive ideas and suggestions 
of the members back home.

York, reports that this past year he 
tested six members’ of his herd in 
Class B, these including four mature 
cows, a senior three-year-old and a 
junior two-year-old. Four of the num- 
ber qualified 305-day records in con- 
nection with their yearly work and 
one of the cows in the yearly division 
was run only 306 days and another 
only 347 days. The average of 17,421 
Ibs. milk, 634.5 Ibs. fat for the six 
animals, therefore, all the more credi- 
table for Class B work. The four that 
completed ten months’ records aver- 
aged 17,370 lbs. milk, 618.35 lbs. fat 
for this period. Among the number 
are Aaggie Cornucopia Echo 775728, 
the leading Class B producer over all 
ages in the 305-day division for the 
past year, with 712.2 lbs. fat to her 
eredit; Edith Colantha Prescott 
1040574 also leads the senior’ three- 
year-olds for 305 days fat in Class B 
for the past testing year with 616.8 
Ibs. fat. Mr. Brown, who is the third 
generation of this family to carry on 
in the Holstein breeding at Riverside 
Stock Farm, is to be congratulated on 
having two of the seven class leaders 
for the past year in the 305-day divis- 
ion of Class B. Both these leaders 
are on test again this year and so far 
are increasing their records 





Carnation Ormsby Wayne, reported 
last week as the new World’s Cham- 
pion junior two-year-old for year’s 
milk, was taken off test on May 6— 
her 378th day on test. On that day 
she is reported as producing 80.6 lbs. 
milk, with a production of 81.7 lbs. on 
the preceding day, May 5. Her last 
week, represented by her 372nd to 
378th day on test was her best week 
for butter, with 27.1 lbs., from 556.2 
Ibs. milk. It is decidedly doubtful if 
any other junior two-year-old ever 
made such a record 372 days after 
calving. Her final figures, according 
to the records of Carnation Milk 
Farms are 28,329.4 lbs. milk with 
1,170.4 lbs. butter. If these figures 
stand after official verification from 
the Advanced Registry office, she will 
rank third for butter and first for milk 
in the junior two-year-old class, as well 
as first for combined milk and butter. 
She is a daughter of Matador Segis 
Ormsby, bred and developed by Car- 
nation Milk Farms, Seattle, Wash. 





James Stark, Pawling, N. Y., writes 
that his famous World’s Champion 
Class B. junior three-year-old, has 
averaged over 90 lbs. milk a day for 
her first 200 days in another Class 
B test. For the fifth consecutive 
month, the Starkdale herd has led all 
herds of New York State in C. T. A. 
work with 63.1 lbs. fat from 1912 lbs. 
milk during March. The new Stark- 
dale herd sire, King Kerk Colanthus, 
is now on the job, Mr. Stark writes, 
and the herd has also been strength- 
ened by the addition of two of the 
good ones from fhe Maaikenshof Dis-

SHEFFIELD MILK PRICES FOR 
APRIL 

The net cash price to be paid the 
members of the Sheffield Producers’ 
Cooperative Association, Inc., for the 
milk sold by them in the month of 
April, 1930, is $2.20 per hundred 
pounds for three per cent Grade B 
milk in the 201-210 mile zone with the 
usual freight, grade and butterfat dif- 
ferentials. This is equivalent to $2.40 
per hundred pounds for milk sold on a 
3.5% butterfat basis. 

The amount of milk now on the 
market greatly exceeds the demand. 
Overproduction and lack of employ- 
ment coming at the same time are 
largely responsible for the lower 
prices of all dairy products. Milk in 
large quantities from unorganized 
sources is being sold at low prices and 
the producers organizations and the 
large distributors must meet this com- 
petition or injure their markets. Our 


price return to producers will be 
found relatively good in spite of ad- 
verse coditions—C. W. Halliday, 
Secretary.

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THE FORTY-FIFTH ANNUAL CONVENTION 


The forty-fifth annual convention of the Holstein- 
Friesian Association of American will be held June 4-5, 
1930, at Denver, Colorado. The meeting place is the 
Brown Palace Hotel, and the first general session will 
be called to order at 10:00 A. M. 

Following the roll call, routine reports, etc., the fol- 
lowing resolutions and propositions for amendment of 
the by-laws will be acted upon: 

1.—Coming’s Resolution—Mr. H. W. Norton, Jr. 

At the Annual Convention of 1929, Mr. George H. Com- 
ings of Bainbridge, New York, offered the following 
resolution: 

“Resolved, That Class A, B and C of the semi-official 
test divisions shall be divided according to the total 
number of milkings as follows: 

305 days 365 days 


Class A, milkings allowed ...... 1,220 1,460 
Class B, milkings allowed ,...... 960 1,140 
Class C, milkings allowed ........ 700 820 


“Resolved, That records made for less number of days 
than the full 305 or 365 days shall have the total num- 
ber of milkings allowed reduced by four per day in 
Class A; by 3 per day in Class B; and 2 per day in 
Class C.”’ 

This resolution was offered at the 1929 Convention and 
was referred to the Superintendent of Advanced Regis- 
try for further study, with instructions to report at the 
1930 Convention. In this connection, Superintendent 
Norton suggests a full discussion of the question ‘Shall 
we discontinue the Seven and Thirty-Day Divisions?’’ 
as short-time testing is a factor to be considered in 
connection with our present plan for classifying long- 
time tests. 

By W. C. Harris, President of the Northwest Missouri 
Holstein Club, St. Joseph, Missouri: 

“Resolved, That on and after January 1, 1930, all but- 
terfat production records of Holstein-Friesian cows be 
published and spoken of in terms of ‘pounds of fat’ and 
not in ‘pounds of butter’.”’ 

By Charles Van der Schaff, President of the Holstein- 
Friesian Association of Wisconsin, Sparta, Wisconsin: 
“Resolved, That records reported in the Holstein- 

Friesian, Herd Improvement Register Year Book bear 

an added column in which the records shall be figured

“Resolved, That it is the consensus of opinion of the 
Holstein-Friesian Association of America, that suitable 
laws should be enacted concerning interchange, by inter- 
national and interstate shipments, of bovine live stock, 
used principally for producing milk and milk products, 
requiring all such animals to be free by test from_in- 
fectious abortion and establishing a uniform standard 
for sich test of same.”

Proposals of Amendment of the By-Laws 
By Jas. A. Reynolds, Cleveland, Ohio: 
To amend Article IV., Section 12: 

By striking out paragraphs (a), (b) and (c) and in- 
serting in lieu thereof the following: ‘‘Application for 
registry of animals whose birth is evidently the result 
of immature breeding may be rejected by the Board of 
Directors.”’ F 
Paragraphs (a), (b) and (c) read: 

‘““(a) No animal shall be eligible for record born from 
a service taken place less than 9 days from the date of 
last calving. 

““(b) No animal shall be eligible for registry whose dam 
was not at least one year old at time of service. 

‘““(c) No animal shall be eligible for registry whose 
sire was not at least nine months old at time of serv- 
ice.’’ 

By W. S. Moscrip, Lake Elmo, Minnesota: 
To amend Article V., by adding Sections 2 and 3 as 
follows: 

“Section 2. A system of Classification of animals al- 
ready registered in the Herd Book of this Corporation, 
based upon type, individuality, and the production and 
type of their offspring to be known as ‘Advanced Reg- 
istry Classification’, may be established and maintained 


by this Corporation, under such rules and regulations as 
shall be prescribed by its Board of Directors.’’ 

“Section 3. A system of testing all of the females of 
milking age in herds, registered in the Herd Books of 
this Corporation, for the production of milk and butter- 
fat, may be established and maintained in the Advanced 
Registry office, under the direction, supervision and con- 
trol of the Superintendent of Advanced Registry, to be 
known as the ‘Herd Improvement Registry’, under the 
conditions, and upon rules and regulations that shall be 
prescribed by its Board of Directors.” 

Article V will then read: 


“Section 1. A system of additional registration of 
animals already registered in the Herd Book of this 
Corporation, based upon performance in the production 
of milk and butterfat, with minimum requirements for 
eligibility, and to be known as Advanced Registry, 
shall be maintained by this Corporation under rules and 
regulations prescribed by its Board of Directors.” 


“Section 2. A system of Classification of animals al- 
ready registered in the Herd Book of this Corporation, 
based upon type, individuality, and the production and 
type of their offspring to be known as ‘Advanced Reg- 
istry Classification’, may be established and maintained 
by this Corporation, under such rules and regulations 
as shall be prescribed by its Board of Directors.”’

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U. S. National Averages $223 


The annual U. S. National Spring 
Sale was held as usual at Watertown 
and Waukesha, Wisconsin, on May 6 
and 7. The 157 animals that passed 
through the ring brought a total of 
$35,075 or an average of $223.40 each. 
As in past sales of this series, satis- 
factory prices were obtained for fe- 
males, both milking cows and young- 
er heifers, but the bulls for some rea- 
son did not sell up to the U. S. Na- 
tional standard, which in the past has 
been quite high. In this instance, 
however, good bulls sold for bargain 
prices almost without exception. 

The entire offering, except for two 
head, had been subjected to the blood 
test for abortion and but eight head 
were positive to the test. This low 
percentage of reactors was undoubted- 
ly due to the great care exercised by 
the management in selecting consign- 
ments only from healthy herds and 
the showing is considered very grati- 
fying in view of the recent interest 
shown by a number of states in re- 
quiring negative test on _ cattle 
brought into such states. 

Buyers were present from Ohio, 
Minnesota, New Jersey, Maryland, 
Iowa, Illinois, Pennsylvania and from 
all over Wisconsin, over eighty dif- 
ferent purchasers being recorded, 
which gives some idea of the national 
scope of the sale. 

As expected, the top price was re- 
ceived for Hoesly Fobes Homestead, 
famous Reserve All-American four- 
year-old of last fall. She had just 
broken the World’s Record for junior 
four-year-olds in Class C of the 305- 
day division, with over 800 lbs. but- 
ter, had freshened again and was on 
official test, apparently making be- 
tween 36 and 37 lbs. butter a week. 
She was consigned by A. C. Ooster- 
huis, La Belle Dairies, Oconomowoc, 
Wis., and sold for $3,100 to Firestone 
Farms, Akron, Ohio, after a spirited 
bidding contest with Dunloggin of 
Maryland, and R. B. Gillette, Eau 
Claire, Wis. The Firestone organiza- 
tion, represented by Manager Wayne 
Light, also purchased her two weeks 
old heifer calf for $975 and a two- 
year-old sister, also by North Star 
Joe Homestead for $525, all from the 
La Belle consignment. 

Top price for bulls was $1,000, paid 
by Chas. Mann, Mayville, Wis., for 
Sir Bess Burke Jewel, consigned by 
Hargrove & Arnold, Norwalk, Iowa. 
This vearling bull is out of the 1,200- 
lb. daughter of Marathon Bess Burke 
and is sired by King Pietertie Orms- 
by Piebe Jewel, famous show bull and 
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full brother to the 41-lb. cow that is 
headed for such a sensational year 
record in the Femco herd. 


The second high bull of the sale 
was Wisconsin Aaggie Della, consign- 
ed by Homer Melvin and John Zober- 
lin of Plymouth, Wis., and purchased 
by F. S. Swoboda of the same place 
for $775. He is out of a 1,000-lb. 
daughter of Admiral Ormsby Fobes 
and is sired by a son of Ambassa- 
dor Fobes from Princess Della (1,088 
Ibs). Arthur Puls, Allenton, Wis., 
received $475 for Clover Lawn Orms- 
by Fobes 84th from Joe Ferguson, 
Freeport, Ill. 


Baltz Hoesly, Monticello, Wis., sold 
two granddaughters of North Star 
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Joe Homestead for a total of over 
$1,000, both going to L. R. Siebecker, 
Baraboo, Wis., one for $600 and the 
other for $425. W. J. McRobert, 
Waupun, Wis., received $500 for a 
52-lb. cow, Nora Pontiac Fobes Orms- 
by, purchased by Milwaukee County 
Farms at Wauwatosa, Wis.

cattle and inasmuch as grades were included in the Ex- 
position, a wonderful opportunity was given me to discuss 
the value of the pure bred sire. This of necessity was 
rather slow work as I had to talk trough the medium of 
an interpreter. However, the people stood by for three 
days of judging and seemed to understand very well what 
I was trying to tell them. Quite a number of questions 
were asked from day to day about the placings and they 
were all fair and intelligent questions, I hope my answers 
were satisfactory. 

On the afternoon of March 29th I judged the Holsteins, 
about 30 in number. As I have said before there were 
some very good animals, both pure breds and grades, and 
it is remarkable what pure bred sires have done in just 
a few years in building up good herds. Like the Ayrshires, 
I found that the Holsteins had been imported from some 
of our American herds, the most of them perhaps from 
the Carnation Milk Farms. The grand champion bull of 
the Holstein breed was of the “Matador” strain, a good 
type individual, weighing about 3,000 lbs. His offspring 
were very creditable, both grades and pure breds. I 
judged one of the best grade Holstein cows I have ever 
seen and the grand champion pure bred Holstein, a senior 
yearling, would have been a credit to any of our state fair 
expositions. 


Holstein judging was finished up the morning of the 
second day and followed by Guernseys. I found the 
Guernsey breeding descended from two well known herds, 
one located in California and the other in New York 
State. Otto, the Herdsman, and “Jimmy” Dodge, both 
well known in the United States, seemed also to have 
very many friends among the Guernsey breeders of Costa 
Rica. The Guernsey bulls were a very good lot and a 
real credit to the breed. The grand champion Guernsey 
bull would, in my opinion, also have looked mighty good 
at most of our state fairs and would propably have been 
within the money at the National. 

The predominating blood of the dairy cattle in Costa 


Rica appeared to be the Jersey. I was told that they had 
been imported several years before the other breeds. 
Most of them had attained considerable size over the 
Jerseys in the United States, being, I would say, on the 
average, 200 pounds heavier. The grand champion bull 
is the son of the World’s champion Jersey cow and his 
sons and daughters have been scattered quite widely over 
the Cartago country. I found several good Jersey females 
—the grand champion being, I thought, exceptionally high 
class. 


The judging occupied about three days time. I 
lectured on each class of animals and gave several 
demonstrations on fitting and showing. Hundreds of 


questions were asked about feeding and breeding, I have 
never seen a group of people more eager to learn about 
the dairy business. The farmers proved to be very in- 
telligent people. On the third day of judging they led 
their animals in and placed them nearly correct in every 
class. After my first talk on handling of animals in the 
show ring, it wes a common sight to see from two to ten 
of the farmers leading their animals around the show 
building and endeavoring to train them to stand better in 
the ring. 


There were many thousands of people at the show 
during the three days. They came apparently with the 
main purpose of viewing the live stock and watching the 
judging. At the close of each afternoon’s judging a typical 
Spanish bullfight was staged with the exception that the 
bull always came out alive. Several meetings were held 
with live stock men and a great many conferences ar- 
ranged with not only Government officials and breeders 
of Costa Rica but with agricultural representatives from 
Honduras, Panama and South American Republics. Many 
of these people appeared to be interested in purchasing 
cattle in the future and all were supplied with the names 
and addresses of the breed secretaries of our various 
organizations. As the agriculture develops in Costa Rica 
and as the feed is supplied, I thoroughly believe that there 


will be a great deal of dairy development. 
Note: Mr. Coopers’ very interesting report will be

ing her the championship over all breeds 
for first four lactations, and also the cham- 
pionship for any three lactations. The 
Canadian cow, Springbank Snow Countess, 
owned by T. R. Dent, Woodstock, Ontario, 
during the year also completed her third 
record above 1,000 lbs. fat, establishing a 
new high average production for four and 
five lactations (regardless of age). 

In Class B of the yearly division, one new 
champion appears, this being Lady Gerben 
Colantha Ona 1154935, who sets a new mark 
for both milk and fat for the senior two- 
year-old class, Class B, in the yearly divi- 
sion, at 751.5 lbs. fat, 21,891 lbs. milk. She 
is owned by the U. S. Dairy Division, Wash- 
ington, D. C. A sister of this heifer leads 
the junior two-year-olds of this classifica- 
tion for the year, placing second for milk 
and sixth for fat in the general list. In the 
junior four-year-old class, Aralia Pontiac 
Acme 940469, owned by Pottenger Sana- 
torium Co., Monrovia, California, ranks sec- 
ond for both milk and fat in her class with 
845.9 lbs. fat, 24,089.2 lbs. milk. The leader 
of the aged section of Class B, yearly di- 
vision, is Oak Grove Maybelle Hengerveld 
765724, owned by Nellie E. Gay, Angola, 
Indiana. Her record of 949.3 lbs. fat, 26,- 
984.7 lbs. milk ranks fourth for fat and fifth 
for milk in this classification. The Clas- 
sification B yearly records rank consistently 
higher than last year for both milk and fat, 
but they do not challenge the champions in 
any age. 

In the ten months’ division, Class A, as 
mentioned, only one new champion appears, 
this being Clover Heights Ormsby Maid 
1188146, owned by L. B. Jones, Pittsford, 
N. Y. Her production of 687.2 lbs. fat gives 
her a new championship record. None of 
the others in this division approach the 
championship records except the aged 
leader, La Vertex Quantity of U. Neb. 
724068, owned by the University of Ne- 
braska, Lincoln, who takes second place in 
United States for fat production with her 
record of 925.7 lbs. This heifer is already 
the U. S. champion senior four-year-old in 
the 305-day test with 937.36 lbs. fat, making 
a 1,000-lb. fat record in the yearly division 
in the same lactation on both occasions. 

The ten months’ Class B records for some 
reason fall considerably under last year’s 
performances in this section in the majority 
of the classes, while the Class C records 
for 305 days in six out of the seven cases 
exceed the preceding year’s showing. One 
new American champion appears in New- 
mont Ormsby Jewel 1094461, owned by R. 
E. Eddy, Poultney, Vt. -As a senior two- 
year-old she produced 579.3 lbs. fat, 15,247.5 
lbs. milk, being nearly 36 lbs. fat above the 
previous leader and placing second for milk. 
The senior three-year-old, Winterthur Dad 
Ormsby Segis Furmab 987134, owned by 
Winterthur Farms, Winterthur, Delaware, 
places second in the senior three-year-old 
class with 605.3 Ibs. fat, about 15 lbs. under 
the leader. Her milk record of 17,274.6 lbs. 
is likewise second highest. 

In the 7-day division, Piek Spring Pabst 
Duchess 873155, owned by the Southern 
Colony and Training School, Union Grove, 
Wis., is the leader with the highest fat pro- 
duction reported in recent years, 35.04 Ibs., 
equal to 43.8 lbs. butter. The leaders in the 
younger ages have very creditable perform- 
ances, in no case approaching the high mark 
for their class, a condition reflecting some- 
what the large decrease in the number of 
7-day records being made.

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Ohio State Sale Averages $227 


Owing largely to lack of the very 
superior quality that has character- 
ized past sales, the Ohio State Sale, 
held on May 7 and 8 at Wooster, did 
not reach as high an average as in 
past years. A contributing cause was 
some lack of local buyers on account 
of the unsatisfactory conditions in the 
state milk markets. On the whole, 
however, the sale was very satisfac- 
tory and good prices prevailed, par- 
ticularly when a combination of type 
and records was offered. The bulls 
offered reached an average of $270 for 
sixteen head and the females of milk- 
ing age brought an average figure of 
$219.11, while the entire offering of 
106 head averaged $227.08 with a price 
range of $95 up to $700. In this con- 
nection, the following averages for the 
offerings are of interest: 

Five females with 7-day records 
averaged $300 ($260 to $360), thirteen 
females with long-time records aver- 
aged $290 ($150 to $550); sixteen fe- 
males in milk without records but 
from tested dams averaged $204.81 
($150 to $270) and fifty females in 
milk without records and from dams 
without records averaged $197.20 
($120 to $325); one heifer under two 
years of age from a 7-day record dam 
brought $140; two from long-time rec- 
ord dams averaged $327.50 ($170 to 
$585) and four from untested dams 
averaged $112.50 ($95 to $325); one 
bull from a 7-day record dam brought 
$170, thirteen from dams with long- 
time records averaged $296.15 ($135 to 
$700) and two from untested dams 
averaged $150 ($120 to $180). 

The top price for the sale was on a 
young bull just past a year old, offer- 
ed by G. B. Warner of Wellington and 
sold to John Young of Baltic, Ohio, for 
$700. This youngster sired by Mr. 
Warner’s Judge Segis Lilith and out 
of a 1,000-lb. daughter of Fairview 
Pontiac Beets Korndyke, had the de- 
sired combination of records and in- 
dividuality. Other bulls from Fair- 
view Pontiac Beets Korndyke dams 
sold for $500 and $340, being second 
and fourth in the list. The former 
consigned by B. G. Dawes of Newark, 
sold to the State of Ohio and was 
sired by a son of the former Pabst 
herd sire, King Segis Aleartra Pon- 
tiac. The younger bull selling for 
No. 40 was offered by Mr. Warner and 
bought by McKendree Walker & Son 
of Maryland. He was sired by a son 
of DeCreamCo Bess Burke Fobes, the 
Detroit Creamery Co.’s senior sire out 
of Wisconsin Fobes 5th. The third 
top bull was offered by Robert Mont- 
gomery of Canfield, and bought for 
$400 by P. B. Cavanagh & Son of Bur- 
ton. This youngster was sired by a 
son of Creator and out of a daughter 
of that other well known Ohio sire, 
Rose Hall Pontiac Pietertje. The 
dam had a 1,000-lb. record. 


Firestone Farms paid the top price 
for females when Mr. Light, manager, 
bought the first prize heifer calf from 
the C. H. Leatherbury consignment 
for $585. This beautiful individual, to 
be heard from in the show ring, is 
sired by a 1,000-lb. son of Sir Inka 
May and out of Berks Spring Farm 
Pontiac, the 1,300-lb. world’s record 
two-year-old.

DAIRY SCIENTISTS TREK TO 
AMES JUNE 24, 25 AND 26 


In the near heart of the Middle 
West—lIowa State College, Ames, 
Iowa—the twenty-fifth annual meet- 
ing of the American Dairy Science 
Association will be held June 24, 25 
and 26. 


This will be the first time since the 
association was organized that it has 
gone so far west for its annual meet- 
ing. A general local committee, head- 
ed by M. Mortensen, head of the Dairy 
Industry Department at Iowa State 
and several sub-committees are at 
work arranging details for the enter- 
tainment of the 300 who are expected 
to attend the meeting this year. 

The meeting, coming as it does in 
late June after the close of regular 
college classes, offers an opportunity 





for those who have never visited the 
Middle West to bring their families 
and combine their vacation with at- 
tendance at the Dairy Science meet- 
ing. 

With that thought in mind, housing 
arrangements to take care of whole 
families are being made. The fami- 
lies, or individuals will be taken care 
of at reasonable rates in two of the 
large brick dormitories on the 
campus. Entertainment for that por- 
tion of the family not interested in the 
Dairy Science Association sessions is 
being planned. 

E. F. Goss, Dairy Industry Depart- 
ment, Ames, who is in charge of hous- 
ing arrangements, would like to hear 
from all who plan to attend and he 
especially wants to hear from those 
who will bring their families.

The export of dairy products from 
the Netherlands registered in advance 
for January, 1930, in comparison with 
the same month of the preceding year, 
according to a recent report from the 
Department of Commerce. The ex- 
ports of butter amounted to 6,915,830 
Ibs. in this one month, Germany tak- 
ing the greater part of it, a total of 
5,449.771 lbs. During this month, ex- 
ports of cheese amounted to 16,463,953 
lbs., Germany, Belgium and Great 
Britain taking about three-fourths of 
it. Continuing the report says, “It is 
often commented on that prices re- 
main satisfactory despite the fact that 
practically all exporting countries 
show year by year increased _ ship- 
ments and that Germany and Great 
Britain are practically the only two 
sales territories of Europe. This may 
be explained by the fact that in gen- 
eral the consumption of dairy prod- 
ucts is growing so that large importa- 
tions do not necessarily result in the 
lowering of prices.”

THE MAAIKENSHOF DISPERSAL 


On April 23 occurred the dispersal of the well known Maaikenshof herd 
at Bedford Hills, N. Y. The pure breds made an average of $173.84, 69 head 
totalling $11,995. The attendance was small on account of the very uncom- 
fortably cold day, which was accentuated by the necessity of holding the sale 
in the yard, following the collapse of the tent in the high wind of the day be- 
fore. The grades sold extremely well the day before, practically two-thirds 
of the grade offering ranging from $125 to $225 a head, and this may have 
operated to keep down the attendance of local dairymen somewhat. While this 
herd was one of the well known breeding establishments, the testing program 
had been discontinued some five years ago in favor of certified milk produc- 
tion and as a consequence the records were mostly well back in the pedigrees. 
Private records showed the herd to contain many exceptional producers. and 
these better animals might have commanded a somewhat higher price level. 
They will be money-makers for their buyers. Over a third of the offering con- 
sisted of heifers under milking age. 

Included in the sixty-nine head were sixteen milking females, untested 
themselves but from dams with records, which sold for an average of $207.35 
(price range, $105 to $350) and twenty-three females in milk without records 
and from dams without records which averaged $219.89 ($85 to $405): twenty- 
four heifers not yet in milk from untested dams averaged $108.64 ($65 to 
$152.50), and one from a long-time record dam selling for $177; three bulls from 
long-time record dams which averaged $178.33 (160 to $200). While most of 
the offerings represented records of production further back in their pedigrees 
along with the well known blood lines, the fact that testing of an official 
nature for the past five years or so had been dropped from the Maaikenshof 
program, together with the other considerations mentioned, undoubtedly had 
its effect in cutting into the prices paid for these animals. 

The top price of the sale was $405, paid for Creamelle Beryl Lass, a five- 
year-old daughter of Maaikenshof Creamelle Lad, he a son of North Star Bon- 
heur Champion from the 35-lb. and 1,001-Ib. foundation cow, Colantha De Kol 
Creamelle 4th. The dam is an untested daughter of Dutchland Creamelle Col- 
antha, a son of Dutchland Creamelle Korndyke Lad and Dutchland Colantha 
Denver, 1,315 lbs. in a year, highest record daughter of Colantha Johanna Lad. 
Creamelle Beryl Lass, fresh in April, has a private record of 18.500 Ibs. milk 
in ten months’ to her credit. She was purchased by James Stark, Pawling, 
New York. E. J. Chaffee. Wassaic. New York. secured several head among

YEAR 


S. Merle Pulling, tester for the Clar- 
issa D. H. I. A., Clarissa, Minn., recent- 
ly sent us the annual report for this 
association, summarizing the work 
done during 1929. The report is at- 
tractively gotten up in book form and 
is well supported with advertising. 
A total of 23 herds containing 293 
cows, were tested for the full year, 
with four additional tested for part 
of the year, averaging for the year 8,- 
426 lbs. milk, 338.47 lbs. fat. The 
average test was 4.01% and the aver- 
age feed cost $62.94. There were 73 
pure bred cows in the association, 206 
grades and 14 common or scrub cows. 
A total of seven cows produced above 
500 lbs. fat, of which four were Hol- 
steins and three QGuernseys, and 
ninety-one exceeded the 365-lb. mark; 
only seven cows failed to produce 
above 200 lbs. fat. While high individ- 
ual and high herd honors go to the 
herd of W. A. Holmquist, whose nine 
Guernseys averaged 9,561 Ibs. milk, 
477.37 lbs. fat and whose grade Guern- 
sey, Spot, produced 561.1 lbs. fat, 11,- 
931 lbs. milk, chief interest centers 
around the high two-year-old, Lady, a 
grade Holstein in the herd of Ed. 
Skarien, Clarissa, Minn. Lady led the 
two-year-olds of the association with 
the splendid production of 4652.1 Ibs. 
fat, 11,071 lbs. milk, she producmg 53.1 
Ibs. fat, 1,275 lbs. milk in the last 51 
days of her year. The record was 
made on twice-a-day milking and is 
one of the highest records in this sec- 
tion of the country hung up by a grade 
two-year-old. Lady is a daughter of 
Sir Lyons Ormsby Bess, a great trans- 
mitting sire formerly owned by Ivar 
Hanson & Sons and P. J. Nelson of 
Clarissa, Minn. The first ten tested 
daughters of this sire averaged 420 
lbs. fat as two-year-olds and six made 
ever 500 lbs. fat. Ladys’ dam has a 
Cc. T. A. record of 448 lbs. fat as a 
mature cow. The Skarien herd has 
been in the cow testing association 
for two years and shows a marked im- 
provement over the first year in 1928. 
Eight pure bred and grade Holsteins 
that produced an average of 326.3 Ibs. 
fat and a net income of $110.41 during 





1928, increased to 433.5 lbs. fat and a 
net income of $136.56 for 1929. Fifty 
of the 98 cows producing above 365 lbs. 
fat during the year were pure bred or 
grade Holsteins. 

A brief history of the Clarissa D. H. 
I. A. is presented in this report. The 
first association was organized in 1925 
and it has been in continuous opera- 
tion since that time. The association 
averages for each year have never 
been under 300 lbs. fat, the first year 
being 332.3 lbs., the second, 349.1 lbs.; 
the next year, production lowered by 
the shortage of feed, averaged only 
306.5 lbs. and 1928 averaged 328 lbs. 
The average for the five years is 331 
lbs. fat. The present officers include: 
P. J. Nelson, Clarissa, president; Ed. 
Friauf, Browerville, vice president; 
Wesley Johnson, Clarissa, secretary 
and treasurer; Oscar Gustafson of

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MAKING THE QUALITY OF MILK 
CONSUMERS WANT 

Holstein calf club members who are 
working with females in milk, will be 
interested in the following article on the 
producing of clean milk, which appeared 
in a recent news letter issued by the 
State of New Jersey to its calf club 
members each month. The _ production 
of clean, wholesome milk and dairy pro- 
ducts should be the aim of every dairy- 
man, and we feel that our younger dairy- 
men will find much of a helpful nature 
in this article on the subject. 

Junior Editor. 

Milk is one of our best foods. It 
contains all the digestible nutrients 
the human body requires. There is 
no waste or refuse to milk and it is 
one of the most easily digested foods 
known because it contains all the 
nutrients in liquid or semi-liquid form. 
Finally, milk is one of the cheapest 
foods one can buy and should be the 
last item reduced in the diet when 
the housewife starts cutting down 
household expenses, Milk is not a 
beverage. It is a very valuable food 
that should be consumed in much 
greater quantities by people on the 
farms as well as in the cities. 

All the nourishing, health building 
nutrients abounding in milk are lost 
to the consumer, if through shaken 
confidence, he refuses to use his right- 
ful share of milk in his daily diet. 
Milk may contain much nourishment, 
but it is hard to convince consumers 
that such milk is good for health if 
they find sediment in the bottom of 
the milk bottle. The consumer’s con- 
fidence is also somewhat shaken when 
he is greeted with repulsive odors 
when he pries the cap off his morning 
bottle of milk. You can draw your 
own conclusions as to what the con- 
sumer thinks when he finds that his 
morning cup of coffee doesn’t taste 
just right after he pours into it a 
liberal helping of cream that isn’t 
quite up to par. The housewife, too, 
might have a long story to tell her 
friends and neighbors about her milk- 
man, when he leaves her a supply of 
milk that turns sour in the ice box 
before evening. Certainly such in- 
cidents, when they occur, do not in- 
spire people to drink more milk and 
eat more dairy products. 

“But what can we do as producers 
to improve such situations and create 
a greater demand for dairy products?” 
you may ask. The answer is, “Be 
careful in all the details of produc- 
tion, that the quality of milk you pro- 


duce is the same high quality 
(sanitary) product the consumer 
wants.” 


To meet those demands calls for 
no little thought, especially at this 
time when there is an over production 
of milk on the market. In the first 
place the producer must know what 
“Quality Milk or Clean Milk” really 
is. He must then take account of 
stock to see if he can meet the qual- 
ity demands, for it is the man at the 





pail who does much to make the kind 
of milk that Gets and Holds the con- 
sumer. 
Healthy Cows 

The first requirement for clean 
milk production is healthy cows. Un- 
less the milk comes from _ healthy 
cows, it is not fit for human food. Not 
only does this refer to freedom from 
tuberculosis and other communicable 
diseases but also to those udder ail- 
ments such as garget that are likely 
to cause digestive disturbances. 

Colostrum milk (that milk  pro- 
duced by a cow at calving time) 
should be kept from the market 
supply as it is produced at a time 
when the cow’s udder is inflamed. A 
simple method of keeping milk from 
abnormal udders out of the market 
supply consists of milking a few 
streams of the fore milk from each 
cow’s quarter through a thin black 
cloth stretched over a pail containing 
a little disinfectant solution. Any 
white flecks or clots on the black 
cloth will immediately point out a 
suspicious cow that should be kept 
under observation and her milk re- 
jected, 

Clean Milk Handlers 


Every person who handles milk be- 
fore it reaches the consumer should 
be free from all communicable 
diseases. In addition he should re- 
alize that he is handling a food for 
babies and invalids as well as for 
strong people in prime health and 
should therefore take every precau- 
tion to keep milk and uncontaminated. 

Clean Cows 

Clean miik seldom comes from 
dirty cows, therefore it behooves 
every dairyman to build quality into 
his product at the point of production 
by keeping his cows clean. If the 
cows are groomed regularly and the 
long hair is clipped from the udder 
and fianks four times yearly, milk of 
better quality can be produced. Dirt 
collects in milk in about the same 
proportion as it collects on the cow. 
Therefore, it is important that each 
milking should be preceded by wiping 
each cow’s teats, udder and flanks 
with a damp cloth. This practice may 
also help in the control of udder 
disease if a weak disinfectant solution 
is used to dampen the cloth. 

Clean, Sterile Utensils 

Dirty utensils are the greatest 
source of bacteria in milk. To pre- 
vent contamination from this source 
be sure that all utensils are of the 
best quality, free from cracks and 
crevices that will harbor dirt. After 
each milking, all utensils should be 
rinsed in lukewarm water’ then 
scrubbed thoroughly in hot water con- 
taining washing powder. Follow the 
scrubbing with a rinse in warm 
water and a sterilizing bath in boiling 
water. Allow the utensils to drain 


thoroughly in a clean place exposed 
to sunlight. Live steam, if handy, is 
an excellent sterilizer. 
Cool the Milk Promptly 

All milk, no matter what precau- 
tions are taken, is likely to contain 
a few bacteria. To prevent these 
from multiplying, however, cool the 
milk to 50 degrees F or less im- 
mediately after it leaves the cow. 
Hold the milk at this low temperature 
until it reaches the consumer. 

Quick Transportation to Market 

To avoid danger of contamination 
and destruction to the cream line, 
milk should be placed in the con- 
sumer’s hands as soon as_ possible 
after it is produced, with the least 
amount of handling. This calls for 
careful organization on the farm, but 
if the consumer is provided with a 
high quality product he will use more 
of it and will be more willing to pay 
a fair price for it.

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IDAHO BREEDERS FORM BULL 
ASSOCIATION 

The Kootenai Holstein Bull Associ- 
ation composed of four blocks. was 
organized at Harrison, March 27th. 
John Pierson of Worley, is President; 
L. G. Sunkel of Harrison, Vice Presi- 
dent, and Fred Chadbourne, Carlin 
Bay, Secretary. Other members of 
the association are Carl Bergstrom 
and Rudolph Pierson of the Worley 
block, while Knudson Brothers of 
Coeur d’Alene form the fourth block. 
Three of these bulls were purchased 
from the University of Idaho and one 
from Washington State College. All 
have exceptionally high production 
records and are of very good type and 
of wonderful breeding. All are mem- 
bers of the Dairy Herd Improvement 
Association, and since all the bulls 
have been in service two or three 
years, they will have daughters in 
production with records in two more 
years, at which time these animals 
will be proved sires. 

The bull in the Worley block, Idaho 
Piebe Optimus, 502,343, was dropped 
March 12, 1926. The sire of this bull 
has 18 A. R. daughters and at this 
time is a sire of proven production. 
The dam. Idaho Matador Duchess, 
produced 676.9 lbs. of butter at two 
and a half years of age. All the sires 
in the pedigree of this animal are 
proved sires. 

The second bull, Chinook Leda 
Ormsby Ivan 533,074, was dropped 
January 8, 1927, and was purchased 
from Washington State College by 
Knudson Brothers. The sire of this 
bull, Hazelwood Ormsby Heilo King. 
277,613, has been a show bull of merit 
and has seven 2-year-old daughters on 
test at Washington State College 
which last year produced an aver- 
age of approximately 500 Ibs. of fat. 
The dam, Hazelwood Ormsby Posch 
Fobes 680,307, produced over 20,000 
Ibs. of milk last year and 835 Ibs. of 
butterfat. which is the equivalent of 
1,046 lbs. of butter. Grandsires on 
both sides of the pedigree are proven 
animals. 

The third bull belonging to Fred 
Chadbourne, is Idaho Heilo Dividend. 
537,957, dropped on June 23, 1927. 
This bull is also a Hazelwood bred 
bull sired by Hazelwood Heilo Butter 
King 351.076. This animal was a 
show bull and has five A. R. daugh- 
ters. The dam is Ida U. Segis Co- 
lantha, A575579. and produced 606.2 
Ibs. of fat as a three-year-old. She 
also has two A. R. daughters. One 
of them produced 669.7 Ibs. of butter. 

The fourth bull belongs to L. G. 
Sunkel, and is Idaho Walker Defender 
537,962. dropped November 5, 1927. 
The dam of this bull is Idaho Piebe 
Constance, 979,951, and is one of the 
cows in the University of Idaho herd 
that as a three-year-old is expected 
to produce more than 30,000 lbs. of 
milk. The sire is Matador Segis Wal- 
ker Lad, 235.887. This bull has 8 A. 
R. daughters and was also a show 
bull of merit. Other bulls in the ped- 
igree are also proved sires. 

This makes a total of six active 
bull associations which have been or- 
ganized to date in Kootenai County, 
which is the largest number of any 
County in the State of Idaho. There 
are two Jersey, 2 Guernsey, 1 Hol- 
stein and 1 Brown Swiss Association 
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with a total of 21 bulls, which will 
be exchanged and kept in service in 
the County until they have reached 
at least six or seven years of age, 
which is about four years longer than 
the average bull is kept in service. 
All these bulls are high quality in- 
dividuals with good records and are 
improving the dairy herds materially. 
Through this type of organization, 
their influence is continued over a 
number of years and at minimum cost 
to the members. Many of the mem- 
bers of these bull associations are 
also members of the Dairy Herd Im- 
provement Association, which in time 
will result in a number of these bulls 
becoming proved sires, thus greatly 
enhancing their value. The poor ones 
of course will be sold to the butcher, 
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while the ones showing an increase 
in production will be retained in serv- 
ice as long as practical. 





The Federal Farm Board announces 
that it has approved an application of 
the Cooperative Pure Milk Associa- 
tion, Cincinnati, Ohio, for a loan of 
not exceeding $1,900,000.
